Charlotte, N. C., December 29.—The 
feature of the second day’s session of 
the Southern Educational Conference 
was’ the address this afternoon of Dr. 
Charles W. Ejiiot, president emeritus 
of Harvard college. 

Dr. Eliot was booked 
address Thursday evening on the 
“Progress of Denominational Colleges,’ 
but through some misunderstanding 
he arrived here this morning and was 
placed on the program this afternoon, 
speaking extemporaneously. In the 
course of his remarks, the distin- 


to deliver “an 


tinguished educator, after reviewing / But 


the religious history of Harvard, took 
occasion to defend denominational 
colleges, and ‘to refute the idea that 
Americans ere becoming materialistic 
in. their views. ; 

The College and Business. 


“A year and a half ago,” said he, 
“we established in Harvard a gradu- 
ate schoo! of business administration. 
This department has enlisted to a high 
degree ‘thé sympathy and support of 
the leaders of business in the eastern 
part of this country.~ And so we have 
experienced no difficulty in securing 
the services of business men to speak, 
each one explaining, the elements of 
success in business, as he knows them, 
as a banker, a merchant Or @ manu- 
facturer. 

“The reason this was done. lies in 
the fact that the governors of the unl- 
versity had become: convinced that 
business has * become a highly intel- 
lectual calling. It is, indeed. 1 do 
not, of course, mean that a high de- 
gree of education is nécessary to run 
the corner grocery. But I do mean 
that we need a highly intelligent man 
to organize and conduct a great busi- 
ness, to whatever subject it may re- 
late. 

New Views of Business. 


‘Tt means, too, that in the last ten, 
or shall I say, the last five years, busi- 
ness men have come into a new view 
of business itself. We used to hear 
the question frequently asked, ‘Have 
I not a right-to do what I will with 
mine own” This question is now an- 
swered universally, ‘No. Not so!’ The 
leaders of business recognize today 
that their possessions are the result 
of social influences and that the duty 
of service«to their fellow man as 
broad as possible faces them. So we 
find the business man ‘himself taking 
the humanitarian view of his business. 
This is a new view of the influence 
of business. Nowadays it requires a 
great deal of knowledge in thousands 
of people, and a great deal of skil!. 
And education alone can give the 
knowledge which supplies the. skill,

He Robbed Before He Killed. 

According to advices from Indian- 
apoiis, McKinney entered a lunch room 
there at 1 o’clock yesterday morning 
and, commanding the lone man in 
charge to hold up his hands, rifled 
the cash register with one hand while 
he covered the man behind the counter 
with a revolver. ‘ ' 

Letters found in the dead man’s 
pockets indicate that his deed today 
was carefully planned, and from the 
fact that these letters are dated De- 
cember 27, it is probable that the hold- 
up early’ yesterday morning was a 
part of McKinney’s plan. 

The letters were addressea to the 
coroner, the girl's father, Frank Chap- 
pell, a sign painter, of this city, and 
to McKinney's wife at East German- 
town, Ind. 

Why He Left Wives. 

In the Jetter to the coroner McKin- 
ney first directed that his body be 
sent to a medical college and then 


added: 
“IT left my first 


wife because she 
was Not true to me. I left my second 
wife last March. On March 18, 1909, 
I met Dora Chappell and went with 
her two months, at the end of which 
time I found that she was the only 
girl. for me.

The hands of the condemned men 
were bound and their eyes blindfold- 
ed.

The firing 
squad was made up of twelve soldiers, 
who advanced in three rows within 6 
feet of their victims.

All four bullets were effective. Groce 
was shot through the heart 
and death was instantaneous.

American Marines in Battle. 

Zelaya -made the assertion that 
American marines engsged in several 
recent battles in Nicaragua, and that 
twenty of them were killed. He said: 

“Do you know that there were 400 
Americans fighting with the insurgents 
at the recent battle of Rama? Do 
-wou know that at the battle of Colo- 
rado Junction, on November 1, the bod- 
ies of twenty American marines were 
picked up on the field by our forces— 
all dead, and all from the American 
gunboats anchored in the river to pro- 
tect American interests? The official 
explanation given me was that these 
men were deserters.” 

Zelaya believes that the confedera- 
tion of all the Central American re- 
publics will ultimately be brought 
about, as he says the great masses 
of the people are unionists, and -the 
principal obstacle to its consummation 
up to this time has been the selfish 
attitude of persons in power, animated 
by private interests.

America,” said Zelaya, “is difficult to 
prophesy. The struggle between the 
resent government and the forces of

FIREMEN FIGHT BLAZES: 
WHILE WATER FREEZES 


Two Fires Late Last Night. 
Ice Formed on Firemen's 
Coats. 


Between 9 and 10 o’clock last night, 
fire broke out in two different sec- 
ifons of the city, completely destroy- 
ing a grocery store ‘and a negro 
church, despite the work of the fire 
department. Six thousand dollars will 
cover both losses, it is estimated. 

The grocery store of the R. G. Red- 
wine Company, 2-4 Ira street, corner 
of Hood street, was the scene of the 
first blaze at 9 o’clock. The store was 
a one-story wooden structure, and 
was totally destroyed, together with 
a large stock of goods. 

The Fraser Street Baptist church, 
colored, at 287 Fraser street, corner 
of Richmond, was discovered on fire 
at 10 o’clock, and the blaze spread so 
quickly under the high wind that the 
whole structure was in flame before 
the firemen could get busy with the 
water. A horse belonging to ys 6M 
Morgan, a’ coal and wood dealer, next 
door to the church, was burned in its 
stall, after resisting the efforts of the 
firemen to lead it to the open. A mule 
was in the stable, but was taken out 
in time. The _ stable and a smal 
quantity of the wood was destroyed. 

The loss in both instances is total. 
It is estimated that the grocery will 
sustain a loss of approximately $3,000, 
while the same amount will be 1ont | 
by the church. It is not known how 
either fire originated. 

The firemen fought the flames with 
the thermometer standing at 16. The 
spray on their coats was soon formed 
into solid sheets of ice. The streams 
of water striking trees, telephone 
poles and wires, was frozen, and 
within a few feet of the fire long 
icicles were formed. The fires brought 
out the people in the neighborhoods, 
but they soon deserted the brave fire- 
men, because it was 580 cold.

New York, December 29.—Gifford 
Pinchot today found support in his 
controversy with Secretary Ballinger 
from an unexpected quarter. Speak- 
ing before the Economic and Histori- 
cal Association, Sir Horace Pliunkett, 
of Dublin, who has brought about al- 
most a rural revolution in Ireland 
and is said to know nfore about the 
resources of the United States than 
90 per cent of our own citizens, said: 

“I greatly regret that I have just 
received a telephone message from 
Mr. Giffor@ Pinchot, that pressing 
business keeps him away from the 
gathering. What that business is I 
shall leave you to imagine. I must 
Gecline to enter into any controversy, 
but I should like to say that I regard 
Mr. Pinchot as a very remarkable 
public servent. He is not only a man 
who is doing his work with a great 
affection for it, but he is trying as 
well to brooden his administrative po- 
sition.’’ 

Warning Uttered by Hill. 

Sir Horace expressed surprise that 
the warning repeatedly uttered by 
James J. Hill had not been better 
heeded in this country. He thought 
that perhaps we wéeie 80 much inter- 
ested in the trusts and in municipal 
regeneration that we blinked at the 
sure approach of a more distant, but 
also a more important, problem. 

“T see a rapidly increased cost of 
living,” he said. “At the end of a cen- 
tury, as Mr. Hill has told you, there 
will be a vast importation of food- 
stuffs into America if your farming 
methods are not changed for the bet- 
ter. Such a situation calls for urgent 
action by congress and by state legis- 
latures. As an alien, I have no right 
to say what such action should be; 
but. if I may not prescribe, I may de- 


scribe. 
Most Wasteful System. 

“The system of agriculture in the 
central west,,or that part of it settled 
thirty years ago, was the most waste- 
ful I ever saw. The so-called farmer 
was not a farmer, but a land specula-. 
tor. He went into the country know- 
ing that the land was sure to rise in 
value.

Practically Last Hope Destroy- 
ed by Judge Hough’s Denial 
of New Trial---Judge Says No 
Man- Need Expect Jury of 
Teetotalers in New York. 


New York, Décember 
technicality now stands between 
Charles W. Morse, banker and one 
time ice king, and the fifteen-year 
sentence in the federal prison at At- 
lanta. Judge Hough,-in the United 
States circuit court today, denied his 
motion for a new trial, but close upon 
the heels of the decision Martin W. 
Littletun, his counsel, announced 
that one more stand would be taken. 

Tomorrow he will move in the cir- 
cuit court for a writ of error on 
Judge Hough's decision of today. | If 
this is denied, Morse will begin the 
new year serving his sentence for 
Violation of the national banking 
laws, the supreme court of the United 
States having previously refused to 
interfere in the case. 

Jurors. Accused of Drinking. 

Mr. Littleton’s recent application 
for a new trial for Morse was made 
on the ground that the jury was im- 
properly guarded, and tuat some ‘of 
the jurors drank to excess during the 
trial. With respect to this charge, the 
court holds that the fact that the 
jurymen were in the custody of se- 
cret service men instead of regula: 
deputy marshals was well known ’to 
both counsel and jurors when the 
trial'began. The court also notes that 
mvre than a year had elapsed since 
Morse was convicted and sentenced, 
and that the judgment had been af- 
firmed by the United States circuit 
court of appeals and a writ of cer- 
tiorari had been denied by the United 
States supreme court. 

“So far as the record of these 'affi- 
davits shows,” says Judge Hough's 
memorandum, “there was nothing 
concealed or furtive about the  ap- 
pointment of these men, and it has 
not been urged that merely because 
they were not regularly on the mar- 
Sshal’s staff they were ineligible for 
selection.”’ 

No Teetotalers in New York. 

As to the drinking charges, Judge 
Hough says: 

“Legislation 


must advance 2 good 
deal before a prisoner may claim to 
be entitled to a jury of teetotalers— 
in New York, at all events.” 

Judge Hough points out that it was 
by direction of the court that the 
jurors be permitted to lead their 
“usual lives,” and that the affidavits 
submitted by Morse’s counsel showed 
merely that during the entire trial 
only twenty bottles of liquor and 
some individual drinks had been con- 
sumed by the jury. “And it is not pre- 
tended that anyone was at all intox- 
icated,” adds the court. All parties 
agreed, the memorandum continues, 
that no liquor was served to the jury 
after the case had, been given to 
them. 

“The same juror who has deposed 
for the defendant as to the drinking 
habits of the jury,” says the court. “is 
by the defendant alleged to have been 
himnself so sodden with drink as to 
be incapable of clear, cool and undis- 
turbed judgment.” 

As to Reading of Newspapers. 

As to the charges that the jurors 
were permitted to read newspapers 
with “hostile” accounts of the trial. 
Judge Wough adds: - 

“This case was very dull; it 
long time to exhibit necessary pre- 
limirary facts: the newspaper  ac- 
counts were incomplete and incorrect, 
but there is no evidence that they 
were hostile or biased. as even prob- 
ably to affect sthe minds of men quite 
able to perceive their incompleteness 
and inecorrectness. Unless all reading 
of daily journals by jurors is unlaw- 
ful, this point requires no further 
consideration.’ 

Mrs. Morse. who has remained con- 
stantly loyal to her husband through- 
out his fight for freedom, is greatly 
upset by the turn of affairs today. If 
he must serve his sentence, it is said 
that she probably will accompany him 
south. Mr. Littleton’s motion for a 
writ of error on Judge Hough's de- 
cision. however, acts as a temporary 
stay of execution.

Chicago, 
States has $30,000,000,000 invested in 
farm lands, farm buildings, machin- 
ery and live stock, ageording to a 
census, the results of which have. just 
been made public tn The Orange Judd 
Farmer. From 1,000,000 in 1850, the 
number of farms has increased to 
nearly 7,000,000 in 1909, and the re- 
port adds: 

“No such increase in agricultural 
land values was ever known before 
in the history of the world in any 
country.

United Confederate Veterans will, in 
the near future, erect in the capital of 
every southern city a monument to 
the memory of the women of the Con- 
federacy. This decision was reached 
at a meeting of representative vet- 
erans held in Atlanta yesterday. At 
this meeting, it was decided that the 
veterans will wait no longer for co- 
Operation in this work from the United 
Sons of Confederate Veterans, but will 
push the work independently. Follow- 
ing this decision, a design after which 
the monuments will be cast was select- 
ed, and a subcommittee selected to be- 
Sin an active canvass for funds with 
which to erect the monuments. The 
Subcommittee will begin work in the 
immediate future. 

The design after which monuments 
will be made is the work of Miss Belle 


Kinney, of Nashville, Tenn., a southern 


woman by birth, instinct and training. 
Its selection over another design sub- 
mitted came after a discussion which 
lasted fer more than an hour and after 
@ committee composed of representa- 
tives from each of the southern states 
had decided to erect a memorial to 
southern women in the capital of each 
of the 13 confederate states, independ- 
ent of the assistance of the United 
Bons of Confederate Veterans. 
Veterans to Erect Monuments. 
At a meeting of the committee of 
veterans appointed at the Confeder- 
ate Veterans’ reunion in Memphis, 
Tenn., last year, which was held at 
the Piedmont hotel yesterday, it was 
decided ‘that, having waited for some 
time in’ the hope of securing coopera- 
tion on the part of the United Sons 
of Confederate Veterans, the commit- 
tee, oy irs was appointed for the pur- 
pose of selecting a design for monu- 
ments to be erected to the memory of 
the confederate women, would not 
“80 on alone in the work of ge- 
on, but would take up unaided 
work of securing the funds with 
which to erect the memorials. The 
selection of Miss Kinney’s design fol- 
lowed, and a subcommittee, which is 
to have in charge soliciting the funds 


for the monuments, was appointed. 
This committee will begin its work 
in the immediate future, attempting 
to secure from each state legislature 
an appropriation for the monument to 
be erected in that state. 

General C. I. Walker, of South 
Carolina, was selected chairman of 
this committee, while General Julian 
8. Carr, of North Carolina, and Gen- 
eral John P. Hickman, of Tennessee, 
were chosen treasurer and secretary, 
respectively. 


Would Net Antagonize Sons. 


In making the decision to go ahead 
with the work of selecting the design 
and later of securing the money for 
the erection of the monuments, with- 
out seeking further the aid of the 
United Sons of Confederate Veterans, 
the committee selected at Memphis 
to choose the design hag no intention 
of antagonizing in any manner the 
United Sons. More than one member 
of the committee in speaking of the 
matter while the question was still 
pending, stated that he wished to go on 
record as being heartily in sympathy 
with the younger organization, but 
felt that the call was so imperative 
that further delay was unwise. 

The question of funds with which to 
erect the monuments was raised. In 
thig connection more than one mem- 
ber stated that he felt certain that 
no trouble will be experienced in se- 
curing generous donations from the 
different states. Tennessee has al- 
ready set aside the sum of $6,00q% it 
was said, and even larger sums are 
practically assured from some of the 
other states. The efforts of the com- 
mittee to secure not only appropria- 
tions, but donations from private 
parties, is not “Intended to be taken 
as meaning that the Sons will, not 
receive the cooperation of the vet- 
erans in any move they may see fit 
to make looking to honoring the 
memory of the southern women of 
the sixties.

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WHAT IS WHISKY? 


Squaring the circle, the fourth dimension of space and the sixth sense

After puzzling over it for six months.or more, President Taft has at last 
attempted’a definition which sounds very much like an answer to one of 
the old nursery conundrums,.such as “When fs a door not a door?” or a bit 
of: horseplay in the vaudeville. 

“What is whisky?” Why, stripped of its definitive adjective phrases, 
“whisky is whisky,” according to President. Taft; no more, no less. 

More’ specifically the president held that “whisky made of neutral 
spirits is whisky when reduced to. potable strength.” 

Therefore, of course, whisky is not whisky until it is “reduced to potable 
| strength.” ; 2 

There are two things that will. be found troublesome cbout.this definition: 
What is whisky that is not made of neutral spirits? And what is potable 
strength? : 

Is whisky that is:made of something else besides fieutral spirits, still 
whisky after being reduced or increased, to potable. strength? 

The query is justifiably based upon the well-authenticated report that 
alleged whisky; at least, is made of other things at times, notably that of the 
“blind tiger” variety, which has the. potable strength all right, but which is 
said to be made of something else than that which enters into the manu- 
facture of the real article. ®

on the abilities, natural or acquired,.of the consumer. 

Thus “potable strength” might vary all the way from the one-half of 
‘one per cent of alconol which is not. even forbidden in the most rigid prohi- 


suffering and death to some of the northern and western states. 

New York city, experiencing one of its worst: snowstorms in twenty 
years, records no less than thirteen deaths in a single day due to exposure 
to the weather; and this is: but a beginning of the toil taken of life by the 
vitter winds and snows of the northern climate. 

While we are more fortunate in the possession of favorable climate, the 
prolonged and rigid period of cold has left its trail of suffering even in 
the “sunny south.” 

But, as in all things compensation holds the balances, there is hope 
better seasons ahead—perhaps a perfect spring, in which individual joy and 
comfort shall be heightened by abundant promise from an earth winter- 
cured and rich in healthfulness. 

There is no better preparation for abundant yield than a touch of real 
winter, freezing up the earth and congealing the marrow of the bearing 
tree, whose buds are too easily tempted forth to destruction by a few days 
of untimely June sunshine set in the midst of December or January. 

So, while it may cost us a little to keep warm now, there's the comfort- 
ing thought of compensation at the other end—a capstone of prosperity set 
upon the south’s already well-builded fortunes. 

At the close of our best year we look forward to another with the hope 
it may be better still and brighter. 

And who knows but that we may have the weather yet to thank for 
the further building of our splendid era of prosperity and good fortune?

Men with ten million dollars or more, are as plentiful today as were 


men with a single million then. 

The spirit of giving has also grown, though hardly in the same proportion. 
Yet the record of 1909 is a total of $141,250,L00 put into public benefactions 
in the United States by men of wealth—over $40,000,000 more than for 1908, 
and nearly double the average for the last seventeen years, within which 
time the total has been more than a billion dollars.

NOTED GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


; 
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AND ITS IMPORTANT WORK 


Editor Constitution: On the 22d of 
December, 1909, it was my good for- 
tune to attend, in our state capitol, 
a reunion of the legislature of 1884-5. 
twenty-five years after its election. 
The meeting was unique, pleasant, 
sad. Unique, in that it stands with- 
out a precedent; pleasant, in that 
friends who had not met in a quarter 
of a century were permitted to “hold 
converse sweet,” and to interchange 


pleasant reminiscences of Auld Lang, 


Syne; sad, in that there were many 
“vacant chairs”’—¢ead memories that 
many with whom we had spent happy 
and profitable hours twenty-five years 


ago had gone to the “great beyond.” 


The personnel and work of the 
legislatures of 1882-3 and 1884-5 were 
so intimately associated that it may 
not be amiss to embody some account 
of the works of the former in this 
paper. This communication is prompt- 
ed by my undying interest in our 
young men-—the hope and _ salvation 
of our country—into whose care the 
destiny of our grand old common- 
wealth must soon be committed. So 
far as the writer knows and believes, 
many facts herein stated have never 
been presented to the public. 

Thirty-four members of the legisia- 
ture of 1882-3 wére also members in 
1884-5. During the session of the 
forma body, this. peculiar and 
doubtless unparalleled circumstance 
occurred: Within the space of six 
months and six days, Georgia had 
four governors. On October 4, 1882, 
Hon. A. H. Stephens was inaugurated 
governor, General John B. Gordon re- 
tiring. On May 4, 1883, exactly four 
months from the date of his installa- 
tion, Governor Stephens died, where- 
upon Hon. J. 8S. Boynton, president of 
the senate, became governor. ex- 
officio. On March 5, acting Governor 
Boynton ordered an election, to be 
held on April 24, to fill out the unex- 
pired term of Governor Stephens. 

The convention to nominate a can- 
didate for governor met on April 10. 
Four names were presented to the 
convention—Bacon, Boynton, Cook and 
McDaniel. After taking seventeen 
ballots, consuming three days, with- 
out making a nomination, the matter 
was referred to a committee, which 
finally agreed on McDaniel. On April 
24 the election was held, resulting in 
the choice of the nominee, Hon. Henry 
D. McDaniel. On May 9 the general 
assembly convened, and on the 10th 
Governor McDaniel was inaugurated, 
just six months and six days after 
Governor Gordon retired, thereby giv- 
ing to Georgia, within the time speci- 
fied, four governors, to-wit: Gordon, 
Stephens, Boynton and McDaniel, of 
which quartet the last alone is living 
now. 

The legislatures named stand with- 
out a parallel, perhaps, in having 
furnished to the _ state and 
more men of prominence and sterling 
worth than any organizations of like 
number and character eéver assem- 
bled. Among them were men who sub- 
sequently filled positions of honor 
and responsibility as follows: 

One United States senator, three 
governors, eight candidates for gov- 
ernor, eleven members of congress, 
two United States district attorneys, 
one candidate for president of the 
United States, one chief justice of the 
supreme court, one judge of the ap- 
pellate court, twenty-eight judges of 
the superior court, four railroad com- 
missioners, one special attorney to 
the railroad commissioners, two at- 
torneys general, four judges of city 
courts, four judges of the court of 
ordinary, one superintendent of the 
experiment station, a host of solicit- 
ors general, besides quite a number 
who have made their mark as attor- 
neys and business men, an aggregate 
of from 33 to 50 per cent of the en- 
tire body. 

These legislatures were not more 
remarkable for the prominence of 
members than for the work accom- 
plished, to-wit: 

Provisions were inaugurated and 
perfected for the building of the new 
capitol, and so carefully was the bill 
drawn and so scrupulously were its 
mandates followed, that when that 
magnificent structure of oolitic lime- 
stone was competeds and fully fur- 
nished there was left to the credit of 
the’ commission, to whom its erection 
was entrusted, an unexpended balance 
of the original appropriation, which 
was covered into the treasury, a cir- 
cumstance unprecedented in the his- 
tory of the state, reflecting credit, not 
only upon the wisdom of the legisia- 
tors, but upon the ability and integ- 
rity of the commission. 

The greatest blessing ever vouch- 
safed by the federal government to the 
rural districts, to-wit, the rural free 
delivery mail service, had its origin 
in a bill introduced and pressed to a 
passage in the United States house of 
representatives by a member of the 
Georgia house of representatives of 
1882-3. Of a truth may it be said of 
him, “when life’s fitful scenes are 
o'er,” “He has ceased from his labors, 
and his works do follow him.” 

The School of Technology, Georgia's 
noblest, grandest gift to her 
aspiring youths of limited 
means, is the legitimate off- 
epring of the legislature of 1884-5. 
No expenditure of like amount by the 
state has ever declared such dividends 
—accomplished such lasting good for 
her material prosperity. The terri- 
tory demanding the services of its 
graduates is bounded only by our na- 
tional limits; and while the schoo) is 
full to overflowing, the demand can- 
not be supplied. 

Perhaps no legislation has done 
more to bulla up our waste places, 
to depopulate our jails, to make our 
homes more comfortable and happy, 
to convert squalor into comfort, com- 
fort into affluence, and stamp the foot- 
prints of peace and prosperity upon 
our grand old commonwealth, than has 
the local option law, which was but 
the forerunner of Our state-wide pro- 
hibition. 

Tio the legislature of 1884-5 the 
people of Georgia are indebted for 
whatever of go00d may have resulted 
from a thoroughly equipped rallroad 
commission. There was quite a deter- 
mined effort to practically deprive the 
railroad commission, as then organ- 
ized, of the little power vested in it. 
The railroad committee of the house 
of representatives, composed of JZ? 
members, 18 of whom wnited in a re- 
port favorable to a bill acceptable to 
the railroads. Fourteen members 
united in a report adverse to the bill. 
After weary days of debate, and night- 
ly meetings of the minority, to devise 
“ways and means” of thwarting the 
purposes of the majority, the question 
was brought to a vote, and to the uf- 
ter consternation of the majority, the 
views of the minority prevailed, and 
thus was saved to Georgia a railroad 
commission, a bulwark of defense 
against monopolistic oppression. 

Another plece of legislation by this 
body was the enacting a law by which 
the tax 
thereby reducing the taxes, much to 
the benefit and pleasure of the people. 
But to dwell longer upon the good 
work done by this legislature would 
extend this paper to unwarrantable 


length. 
Of the original 44 senators and 175 


| representatives, there were in attend- 


ance only about a dozen senators and 
about 320 representatives. Some were 
detained by business engagements, 
some by age and infirmity, but the 
great majority had “pitehed their tent 
upon fame's eternal camping ground, 
the bivouac of the dead.”

On the charge of taking two little 
minor girls into woods near Ponce de 
Leon park Tuesday and getting them 
drunk with whisky, B. F. Mitchell and

were fined $100.75 or thirty days in 
the stockade, and bound over to the 
state court on charges of furnishing 
whisky to minors. 

The arrest of the two men with the 
little girls, Ollie Smith and Cornelia 
Shelton, both of 163 Central avenue, 
created a sensation, and when the 
cases were called in police court the 
court room was crowded to the door. 

There were cases :of drunkenness 
and disorderly conduct against the two 
girls, but they will be held in the 
matrons -ward pending a further inves- 
tigation, which the recorder instructed 
that the city physician make. 

In addition to the testimony of 
Mounted Police Officers Payne.

They walked all the way to Ponce de 
Leon, she said, and when arriving at 
the woods, she said that she was made 
to go against her will. She took three 
small swallows of the whisky, she 
said, and remembered nothing after 
that. 

The officers exhibited some of the 
young girl’s wearing apparel that was 
found nea rthe quartet when the ar- 
rest was made. 

The Shelton girl did not make any 
statement. 

Unless Gibson and Mitchell pay their 
fines they will both have to serve 
thirty days out at the stockade. The 
bond in the state case was fixed at 
$700.

A physical examination of the two 
girls was made by City Physician 
Wilkins and it was found that they 
were in no wise affected except by 
the whisky.

Mise Friersen Remembered by 
Her Frienda. 

Among the many gifts received by 
her on Christmas day, Miss Sarah 
Frierson, of Athens, Ga., affectionate- 
ly termed by her’ intimate friends 
“Miss Puss,” received one from a4 
group of the Atlanta alumni of the 
University of Georgia, which she 
prizes most highly. It is a silver card 
case, most ornate, and bearing this in- 
scription: “Miss Puss Frierson, from 
the Boys.” 

Accompanying the gift was the fol- 


lowing letter: 
“Christmas, 1909. 

“Dear Miss Puss: We are just some 
of the boys who have been able to 
communicate with each other. ‘We 
wave been thinking and talking of 
you. Our thoughts carried ue back 
to the old days when you were always 
good to us, and when our talks with 
you were among the chief pleasures of 
our college days. 

“We have all forgotten our Latin 
and Greek, and we only remember 
that there were such studies as psy- 
chology and biology, but we all re- 
member lovingly and well your con- 
tinued kindness. We are glad that 
you and Mr. Carnegie are going into 
partnership. He hasn't any more 
money than you deserve. We wish 
you a Merry Christmas and many, 
many happy years. May the evening 
of your life be as fu!l of sunshine as 
you have scattered through all our 
lives. We are sending today by ex- 
press a token of our love for you. We 
eouldn’t let you leave the old college 
without expressing in a slight way 
out appreciation and regard for you.

When old Boreas swoops down upon 
the “Sunny South,” and sends the 
temperature down not so far from 
the zero mark, causing untold indig- 
nation and the consumption of much 
coal, the people are naturally curious 
to know the origin of these cold 
waves and the cause of their general 
Movement southward. 

All our cold weather comes from 
the north and northwest. Masses of 
cold air accumulate during the long 
winter nights in the British north- 
weat, provinces, and given a start are 
@ten of sufficient volume and force 


“to overrun the entire United States 


from the Rocky mountains to the At- 
lantic ocean. 

What is it, then, that gives a cold 
wave a start from the Canadian 
northwest into the United States? The 
occasion is given by the passage east- 
ward across the lakes or up the Ohio 
valley, of an atmospheric disturbance 
or storm which is scientifically call- 
ed an area of low pressure. In _ the 

ter of such a storm the weather 
usually warm and cioudy, or rainy, 
and the barometer is low, showing a 
deficiency of air. The special feature 
about these disturbances is that the 
wind circulates into them in a spiral 
Girection opposite to the movements 
of the hand of a watch. That is, the 
wind on the east side will be from 
southeast or south, on the west 
side from north or northwest. When 


Jone of these disturbances happens to 
‘pass across the United Statea, 


gay 
from northern Texas to New England, 
at the time when a mass of very cold, 
heavy air has already accumulated in 
the north, the result is that the mass 
of cold air is given a start toward 
the south behind the storm (north to 
northwest winds), and, aided by the 
Slope of the land from the Rocky 
mountains to the Mississippi river 
and southward to the gulf, it over- 
runs the country in the rear of the 
storm. The cold air, in fact, flows 
down the Rocky mountain slope like 
water running down hill, and the im- 
petus may be sufficient to carry it to 
the gulf coast, into Florida or even 
across the Appalachian mountains to 
the Atlantic seaboard. , 

On Christmas day one of these 
barometric depressions, or storms, 
passed from northern Texas up the 
Ohio valley to New England, and gave 
us the windy, cold and bracing 
weather of the past few days. On 
Tuesday a slight secondary disturb- 
ance formed in the lake region and 
moved to the north Atlantic coast, 
where it was evident Wednesday 
morning as a barometric 
extending from Wilmington, N. 
Portiand, Maine. 

The conditions have been decidedly 
favorable for the production of a 
perfect specimen of wintry weather; 
the greater portion of the central 
valiey as far south as Tennessee has 
head a covering of snow for some 
days, which favors outward radiation 
an@ helps to intensify the cold.

No Records Broken. 

For those fond of having the “ree- 
ords broken,” it will be somewhat of 
a disappointment to learn that 10 de- 
grees for the closing days of Decem- 
ber is not altogether an exceptional 
occurrence. It has not, however, been 
equaled since 1901, when a minimum 
of 6 degrees was registered on De- 
cember 21. Previous to that, the low- 
eat record was 1 degree above zero on 
December 80, 1880.’ Another low rec- 
ord was 4 degrees above zéro on De- 
cember 2%, 1894. None of these fig- 
ures equal the degree of cold experi- 
enced during the well-remembered 
cold wave of February, 1899, when 
Atlanta experienced a minimum of 8 
degrees below zero, 4 figure altogeth- 
er unique in her climatological his- 
tory. The advantages we possess, 
however, are dpparent in the sunny 
skies and clear, bracing atmosphere. 

At the 7 p. m. observation, the cen- 
ter of the cold wave had reached the 
lower Mississippi, the barometer be- 
ing highest from Vicksburg, Miss., to 
St. Louis, Mo. Some of the lowest 7 
p. m. temperatures were: St. Louls, 
4 above zero; Cincinnati, 10 above 
zero; Chicago, 4; Omaha, sero, and St. 
Paul, 10 below zero. 

Nearer the gulf coast, more mod- 
erate temperatures prevatied one town 
in southern Georgia, Thomasville, 
reported 32 degrees.

Advocating Conservation. 


President Won’t Wait for 
Probe to Be Run Into Bal- 
linger, But Will Ask for Leg- 
islation to Carry Out “Roose- 


velt Policies.” 


Washington, December 129.—*Aocts, 
rather than declarations.” 

President Taft is reported in this 
terse way to have described recently, 
with callers, his progress as to the 
conservation of natural resources. The 
president, it is said, has declared that 
when the present sessionof congress 
ends, he will be able to point to the 
first practical conservation statutes 
ever placed upon the law books of the 
nation as his answer to the criticism 
which hag been directed toward the 
white house. 

Without waiting for the Ballinger- 
Pinchot invetigation, Mr. Taft will 
soon begin the preparation of his 
promised special message on conserva- 
tion and he hag received assurances 
from both houses of congress that 
while some trouble may be expected in 
the lower branch, the _ legislation 
which the executive will suggest will 
be made into law before the spring 
adjournment. 

Taft Depends on Ballinger. 

The president is represented as tak- 
ing the position that there is nothing 
in the Ballinger-Pinchot dispute that 
has a bearing on his own legislative 
program, and he will proceed regard- 
less of It. 

In the preparation of hie special 
message, the president will have the 
cooperation of Secretary Ballinger 
and Senator Nelson, of Minnesota, 


chairman of the senate committee on 
public lands, It ig asserted that in 
the constructive work of needed leg- 
isiation the president has had to de- 
pend almost wholly upon Mr. Ballin- 
ger, who has been at work for several 
months on the draft of proposed stat- 
utes that will meet the intricacies 
of the vexed problem of practical con- 
servation and embody the president’s 
views on this important subject. 

These proposed new laws are ready 
to be submitted to the committees of 
the senate and house along with the 
special message, the preparation of 
which the pesident will begin ag soon 
as he gets the message on the intey- 
state and anti-trust laws out of the 
way. 

The “Roosevelt Policies.” 

White house callers who have talked 
with President Taft on the subject de- 
scribe him as believing that he will 
bebt prove his friendship for the 
“Roosevelt policies” of conservation by 
putting laws on the statute books 
that will actually carry these policies 
into effect. 

The real problem to be solved is 
how best to dispose of the public lands 
containing water power sites, coal 
and phosphates. Such lands have been 
withdrawn from entry under the gen- 
eral land laws, but they cannot 
held indefinitely and there {ig no speci- 
fic law governing their sale or lease. 

It is generally admitted that’ the 
natural resources must be developed; 
that the coal and phosphates must be 
taken out by private Capital and yet 
there must at the same time be safe- 
@Suards against monopoly. These are 
the intricacies with which congress 
will have to deal.

New York, December 29.—The action 
of the stock market may be fairly 
regarded as reflecting a cheerful view 
of the outlook for values, tempered 
by the restraining influence of the 
reasonable restriction of money mar- 
ket supplies. Confidence in a mate- 
rial relaxation of money after the turn 
of the year diminished the effect of 
the present tightness of call loans. 
The foreign exchange pursuea a de- 
cided downward course and gave no- 
tice of cessations of pressure on this 
warket from abroad. This was at- 
tributed partly to an over supply of 
exchange, resulting {rom an accumu- 
lation to anticipate the year-end needs, 
which overestimated these needs, Other 
influences were suspected to account 
for the extent in the sterling exchange. 
Negotiations for the placing with for- 
eign subscribers of American securi- 
ties, either lately issued or in cote 
templation, may be having an ef- 
fect on the exchange market. The 
easing tendency of discounts abroad 
may invite a nenewal of borrowing 
through the medium of finance bDilis 
on New York account. ‘The effect on 
the call loan market here was not 
pronounced. Rates, in fact, were well 
held and there was not lacking any 
epprehension that a rise in the rate 
night occur before the end of the 
week. 

The sub-treasury has withdrawn 
some $3,308,000 from the New York 
money market since the last bank 
statement, and some large shipments 
of currency to Canada and to the do- 
mestic interior, are ieported. Taken 
in connection with the payments next 
week that have to be provided for, and 
which are estimated at over $200,000,- 
000, it is felt that the money market 
is not secure from a flurry in the 
interim.
